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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 52,54-58 and 61-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

In the above claims the recited specific % of carbon dioxide is not supported by 
the original specification. The examiner has been unable to locate any recitation of the 
% carbon dioxide administered. The applicant is required to state where in the 
specification the claimed subject matter can be found. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: the specification does not provide antecedent basis for the 
recited specific % of carbon dioxide. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claim 58 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 58, it is unclear how the purity can be "at least 100%", as it would be 
impossible to be over 100%. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 56-58 and 61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hammesfahr-6258032 in view of LaVerne-3974830 and Marshall-4447449. 

Hammesfahr discloses that it was known to provide nitroglycerine in the 
form of a spray for treating headaches and vasospasms. As noted by Marshall, 
vasospasms include angina. However, Hammesfahr does not disclose the administering 
of the drug with carbon dioxide in the claimed purities. 

LaVerne teaches that it was known to use CDT to treat headaches and that CDT 
makes the vascular system to be more efficient and productive. 
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It would have been obvious to have administered carbon dioxide with the 
nitroglycerine gas, as the carbon dioxide will allow the vascular system to be more 
efficient. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17,21-25,28-30,32,46-49, 51,53,59 and 60 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 07-22-2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The motivation for combining LaVerne with Hammesfahr is that LaVerne teaches 
of the overall advantages of delivering carbon dioxide to a patient in a breathable form 
and the advantages disclosed therein would be known by one skilled in the art to be 
relevant and advantageous for the treatment of angina with nitroglycerine disclosed by 
Hammesfahr.
